A MAJOR appeal has been 
launched to safeguard a 
service that helps keep young 
people off the streets of 
Banbury. 

The mediation service at 
BYHP will be able to help 
less than half the people it 
currently supports if £30,000 
is not found. 

Just £4,500 has been raised 
so far and managers are 
calling on the public to 
donate and hold fundraising 
events. 

The service, which helps 50 
people a year, is based at 
Chandos Close and helps to 
avoid parents throwing their 
children out of home by 
mediating to find a way 
forward. 

It has funding for the 12 
months from April to pay for 
staff but needs to raise 
another £30,000 by the end of 
January to maintain the 
same level of service. 

Chief executive officer 
Clare Norton said a cut to the 
service would be devastating 
for young people. 

She said: “We get a good 
outcome in 90 per cent of 
cases.” 

Mrs Norton said: “It stops 
young people becoming 
homeless in the first place. 

“Young people grow up, 
they want to be more 
independent and express 
themselves in ways parents 
are not keen on.”

getting a new partner, or 
mental health problems and 
substance abuse among 
parents are common 
problems, she said. 

David (not his real name) 
went to BYHP for help five 
years ago following tensions 
at home. As he worked 
unsocial hours, he wanted 
more independence. 

The 22-year-old, who now 
has his own flat, said: “I 
wouldn’t be talking to my 
parents without BYHP. I 
would probably have lost my 
job as well. 

“Mediation helped us to 
become a family again.” 

Cherwell District Council 
also works to help people 
stay in their present home or 
find alternative 
accommodation. 

Latest figures show there 
were 20 people in the 
Cherwell district classed as 
homeless and in priority 
need from July to September, 
up from 17 in the same 
period in 2006. 

Those classed as priority 
need include parents with 
children, OAPs, the disabled 
and pregnant women.

Daughter tells how 
mum’s gift of a kidney 
has changed her life 


YOUNG mum Jasmine 
Parker spent most of last 
Christmas wired up to a 
kidney dialysis machine. 

But this year she was 
celebrating her “best 
Christmas ever”, after her 
own mum gave her the gift 
of a new life. 

Miss Parker, 21, received 
a kidney from her mother, 
Diane Wincott, 47, in June 
this year - and says it has 
transformed her life. 

She said: “We went into 
hospital together, had the 
op and were amazed by 
how quickly we recovered 
after the operation. 

“Mum was out of 
hospital after four days 
and I was up and about the 
next day and out of 
hospital for good six days 
later. 

“Mum was then off work 
for a couple of months, but 
has really bounced back. I 
felt a change inside me 
immediately. I no longer 
felt sick and unwell, which 
I had felt constantly for 
months. I felt normal at 
last.” 

The kidney from her 
mother was Miss Parker’s 
second transplant. 

She discovered her 
kidneys were failing five

years ago, during a routine 
pregnancy scan for her 
son, Leo, now five. 

She had a kidney 
transplant weeks before 
her 18th birthday, but just 
seven months later there 
were complications and 
the organ showed signs of 
rejection. 

Then, in January this 
year, she suffered renal 
failure for a second time, 
again following pregnancy 

- and her daughter, Lexi, 
now 11 months, was born 
13 weeks prematurely 
weighing just two pounds 
and six ounces. 

With no other choice, 
she returned to dialysis, 
three times a week at the 
Churchill Hospital, Oxford 

- until her mum stepped 
forward. 

Miss Parker, from 
Fairway, Banbury, 
continued: “It feels a little 
strange knowing my 
mum’s kidney is inside me, 
but it is also amazing 
because my mum gave me 
the best present ever - a 
life, which no longer 
means being wired up to a 
machine three times a 
week.

“The change to my life 
has been massive. I can 
now spend time with my 
children. We can go out 
and have fun and I can be 
just like any other mum. 

“And it’s definitely made 
mum and I closer. We see a 
lot of each other now and 
we don’t argue at all 
anymore!” 

Mother-of-four Mrs 
Wincott, 47, from Bretch 


Hill, said: “Everyone was 
amazed at what I did, but 
any of my family and 
friends would have done 
the same thing for 
Jasmine. She deserves to 
live her life, just like 
anyone else, not hooked up 
to a dialysis machine three 
times a week.” 

She added: “Having just 
the one kidney hasn’t 
made much difference to 


me. I do get tired more 
easily, but the change in 
Jasmine is incredible; She 
is a totally different person 
now with loads of energy 
and she looks amazing. 

“I have no regrets about 
the op. It was the best 
thing I have ever done and 
I am thrilled to see 
Jasmine happy, and the 
kids with their mother, 
just like it should be.”

Go-ahead for 

WORK on Oxfordshire’s first incinerator 
at Ardley is expected to start next year 
after it was announced building firm 
Clugston Construction had won the 
contract. 

The firm, which has offices in Leeds, 
Scunthorpe and Hebburn, Tyne and 
Wear, said the £100m Oxfordshire 
scheme would be its third energy-from- 
waste project. 

The firm could not say how many jobs 
would be created and when building

incinerator 

work would start. Managing director 
Steve Radcliffe said: “We are delighted 
with the approval to commence site 
activities, which means we look forward 
to starting construction works on 
another exciting EfW project with our 
partner CNIM.” 

The incinerator has been a 
controversial issue with villagers setting 
up pressure group Ardley Against 
Incinerator to fight it. But its two-year 
battle to stop the plant being built failed. 


News in 
brief 

A MOOTED redevelopment of The Mill 
Arts Centre, to include the possible 
relocation of the town’s library, is again 
set to remain on hold. Oxfordshire 
County Council has pledged £5.8m 
towards a plan to extend the canalside 
arts centre to include the library, 
currently in Marlborough Road. In 2009, 
Cherwell District Council, which has put 
aside £2m for building costs, said the 
development could be open by 2012. 

But it was put on hold because of the 
financial crisis and is set to stay on ice 
during the 2012/13 financial year, for 
which county budgets are currently 
being devised. Nicholas Turner, Mill 
management committee chairman and 
Conservative county council member for 
Banbury Hardwick, said: “I’m not 
surprised. But it is still there for the 
future. Hopefully, when things get better, 
it will come forward.” 


A PLAN has been submitted for up to 
75 homes for land at Waters Lane in 
Middleton Cheney. The planning 
application to South 
Northamptonshire Council is a 
“screening option” to gauge the 
community’s and council’s view of the 
proposal. 


THE county’s ambulance service has 
been recognised for having the best 
response times in England. South 
Central Ambulance Service NHS Trust 
won the Ambulance Trust of the Year 
award at the 2011 Health Business 
Awards ceremony. Latest figures show 
the trust got to 72.5 per cent of the most 
serious calls in eight minutes against a 
national target of 75 per cent.

Fraudster who 
tars Romania 


A JUDGE told an Eastern 
European fraudster his crimes 
gave “all people from Romania a 
bad name”. 

Costantin Procopciuc used a 
device known as a “Lebanese 
loop” to steal money from cash 
machines in Banbury and 
Chipping Norton. 

At Oxford Crown Court last 
week Recorder John Hardy said 
the 20-year-old defendant “came 
here and conducted himself in 
such a way as to give his country 
and all persons coming from it a 
thoroughly bad name, and a 
reputation which in general 
terms they do not deserve”. 

Prosecutor Tony McGeorge 
said Procopciuc, of Hilton Road, 
Banbury, operated with a 15- 
year-old accomplice and the pair 
were caught by off-duty 
policeman PC John Thirlaway. 

The officer spotted the 
Lebanese loop on a cashpoint in 
Horse Fair, Banbury, on 
November 9, and alerted CCTV 
operators to the presence of

Procopciuc and the teenage boy. 

The duo were arrested shortly 
afterwards. 

The Lebanese loop sticks to 
legitimately withdrawn cash 
and, as the account holder goes 
to register a complaint that their 
cash has not been dispensed, the 
fraudsters appear and remove 
the loop with the money 
attached. 

Procopciuc’s fingerprints also 
linked him to another device 
found in Chipping Norton on 
October 1. 

He admitted two counts of 
possessing an article for use in 
fraud and asked for five other 
similar offences from the 
Banbury area to be taken into 
consideration. 

Donal Lawler, defending, said 
his client, who does not speak 
English, came to Britain four 
years ago and began offending 
in the summer after moving to 


Banbury from London. 

He has previous convictions 
for thefts and failing to comply 
with community orders. 

Jailing Procopciuc for eight 
months, Recorder Hardy said: 
“During 2011 you have shown a 
prolific appetite for many 
offences of dishonesty. 

“They have a cumulative 
nuisance value and they have an 
effect on the reputation of your 
compatriots. 

“They give all people from 
Romania a bad name. It’s not 
only you whose reputation is 
sullied by this activity but 
others who are making a good 
life for themselves here.” 

Recorder Hardy continued: 
“When you have completed your 
sentence I recommended as 
strongly as I’m able to that you 
be deported back to your 
country of origin.” 

The 15-year-old accomplice, 
who cannot be named, was given 
a nine-month referral order at 
an earlier hearing.

HOUNDS and huntsmen 
jumped fences and galloped 
through fields on Boxing Day 
to continue a centuries-old 
tradition. 

Chipping Norton’s Boxing 
Day hunt has been held every 
year since 1835. 

The event, organised by the 
Heythrop Hunt, saw more than 
6,000 people turning out to 
see off more than 80 riders. 

Senior joint master of the 
hunt Richard Sumner said: 
“Hunting is part of the 
countryside tradition and we 
are trying to keep it going. 

“It is the most wonderful 
way of seeing the countryside 
and meeting people.” 

The hunt did not follow the 
scent of live foxes, instead 
following scent trails that had 
been laid earlier in the day. 

The Labour Government 
made hunting wild animals 
using dogs illegal in 2005.

Each has been tasked with raising 
at least £12,500. 

More than 25 partners will take 
part in the 17-day excursion in April, 
taking in more than 120 miles and 
heights of up to 18,500ft. 

Brightwell-Cum-Sotwell resident 
Mr Briggs said he had undertaken 
the best possible training by 
climbing Africa’s 19,240ft Mount 
Kilimanjaro in 2009. 

He said: “I am very excited about 
it. I keep myself pretty fit, so the 
challenge is more about raising the 
sponsorship money.” 

The keen triathlete said his 
routine of gym and cycle work-outs 
three to four times a week should 
put him in good stead for the climb. 

But he said: “There is no 
guarantee that will safeguard 


against altitude sickness.” 

Mr Bricknell, of Overthorpe, said: 
“The altitude sickness is scary. It 
can get anybody, even if you are 
super fit.” 

Group training in the Lake 
District every six weeks and cardio 
work in the gym had boosted his 
fitness, he said. 

He said: “I think it will be fun. 
Everybody has different 
personalities. It is a good team.” 

But he said: “I have never done 


anything like this before. I am not a 
natural walker or trekker. 

“Not having a shower for 17 days 
will be difficult too!” 

The St James’s Place Foundation, 
a charitable organisation linked to 
the firm, will donate the cash to 
causes that help children with 
special needs and hospices.

A former Oxford 
University student and 
professor, Tolkien was 
the guest of honour at 
the opening of 
Deddington Library in 
December 1956. 

He wrote a letter 
accepting librarian Miss 
Stanley-Smith’s 
invitation, including 
lunch, which he said: 
“was impossible for him 
to refuse”. 

A second letter 
followed the visit, on 
December 19, where he 
thanked the librarian for 
her kindness, but said he 
was “depressed by his 
performance” which was 
“wretched and 
inadequate” and he did 
not deserve a fee. 

In the letter, Tolkien 
also promised to give a 
volume of his next book 
to the library. 

In 2000, the two letters 
were loaned to 
Oxfordshire County 
Council’s museum 
service for exhibitions 
across the county, but 
were never returned. 

The council, which 
runs the Museums 
Service, said it did not 
know why the letters 
were not returned at the 
time, but they had been 
stored “safely and in 
appropriate conditions”. 

Now, returned to the 
library, the letters will 


get the ultimate 
protection after 
Deddington Police 
Station moved into the 
building, at the Old Court 
House, in Horsefair, as 
part of a cost-saving 
initiative for both 
organisations. 

Current librarian 
Stella O’Neill said: “I’m 
thrilled to have copies of 
the letters on display in 
the library. 

“I often have tourists 
here expecting to see 
some plaque of 
dedication or some 
information relating to 
Tolkien here, so it will be 
really lovely to have 
something to point them 
to in the future.” 

The museum service 
said it could not put a 
value on the letters. 

Earlier this month, 
rural beat officers said 
farewell to their police 
station in Market Square, 


which had been their HQ 
for the past decade. 

Acting police inspector 
Bruce Riddell said 
officers were effectively 
moving back “home” as 
the police used to be 
based at courthouse, 
which also had cells. 

He said: “It’s a good 
example of the Big 
Society - organisations 
working together to save 
money and keep a 
facility.” 

The station is manned 
by volunteers and people 
can make inquiries or 
report crimes. It is also a 
base for rural officers, 
working in surrounding 
villages. 

The move also marked 
the culmination of a 
campaign to save 
Deddington Library, 
which was threatened 
with closure as part of 
Oxfordshire County 
Council’s cuts. 


A manhole cover to beat thieves 


THE latest weapon against metal 
thieves has been unveiled on an 
Oxfordshire street: the fibreglass 
manhole cover. 

Oxfordshire’s sole fibreglass manhole 
cover has been installed in Oxford 
Road, Banbury, outside the Horton 
Hospital. 

Oxfordshire County Council is trialling 
the new lightweight cover in the hope it 
will stand the weight of traffic and 
provide an alternative to metal. 

Over the last two months, metal 
thieves have stolen 30 gully gratings 
along the A40, and also hit the A420 on 
the Oxon-Gloucestershire boundary. 

The new fibreglass alternatives have 
been made at Barrow-in-Furness based 


company Structural Science 
Composites, and are also being tested 
by Transport for London and Cambridge 
Water. 

They are currently more expensive 
than metal covers, but have a 15-year 
lifespan and have no value in the scrap 
market. 

Metal manhole covers cost local 
authorities approximately £300 each, 
according to the Local Government 
Association. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
spokesman Paul Smith said: “Given the 
trend for the traditional metal manhole 
covers in the UK to be a target for 
thieves, it is interesting to look at 
alternatives.”

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MINI rally cars will make a historic 
return to Monte Carlo despite con¬ 
cerns over the future of the world 
championship. 

Banbury motorsport firm Prodrive 
said it missed a deadline to enter the 
January race because it was waiting 
for issues with the event’s ownership 
to be resolved. 

Yet it said it would be on the start 
line for the first race of the World 
Rally Championship 2012 season - 
Mini’s first in the Monte Carlo since 
1968. 

There has been concern over the 
future of the championship after 
Convers Sports Initiatives, the parent 
company of promoter North One, went 
into receivership. 

Its backer, Vladimir Antonov, also 
the owner of Portsmouth Football 
Club, is facing extradition from the UK 
over allegations of asset stripping of 
Lithuania’s Snoras Bank. 

The Mini team, now owned by BMW,

famously won the five-day Monte 
Carlo rally in 1964,1965 and 1967. 

Prodrive spokesman Ben Sayer said 
the Mini WRC team was in discussions 
with the sport’s governing body the 
Federation Internationale de 
L’Automobile. 

While he would not comment on dis¬ 
cussions, Mr Sayer said: “We are going 
to be in the championship next year 
and we will race in Monte Carlo.” 

The deadline for entries for the 
January 17 to 22 race expired at mid¬ 
night on Monday, December 19. 

He said: “We haven’t applied for an 
entry yet because we are liaising with 
the FIA about the situation regarding 
the contract with the promoter for 
next year. 

“It is difficult with a big organisa¬ 
tion like BMW to commit to a series 
where you are not sure where you 
stand.” 


The FIA declined to comment but 
said a statement on the future of the 
championship would be made in the 
coming days. 

The team returned to the champi¬ 
onship this year with its Mini John 
Cooper Works WRC car and scored 
podium finishes in France and 
Germany.

Brad Bird, Oscar-winning 
director of The Incredibles and 
Ratatouille, might seem an 
unlikely candidate to orchestrate 
the slam-bang thrills of this fourth 
high-octane caper, but he is an 
inspired choice. 

Making his live action debut, 
Bird brings a playfulness and wry 
sense of humour to proceedings. 

A telephone box in Eastern 
Europe requires a forceful knock 


to self-destruct after the promised 
five seconds and a male agent, who 
is put through the physical ringer 
while his female colleague simply 
employs her bountiful charms on a 
target, demands,” Next time I get 
to seduce the rich guy!” 

From the moment Tom Cruise’s 
secret agent barks, “Light the 
fuse,” cueing Lalo Schifrin’s iconic 
theme music over the opening 
credits, our pulses race and we’re 
strapped tight in for a giddy thrill 
ride. 

Impossible Missions Force 
operative Ethan Hunt (Cruise) is 
sprung from a Russian jail by 
fellow agents Jane Carter (Paula 
Patton) and Benji Dunn (Simon 
Pegg). They are ordered to break 
into the Kremlin to steal 
intelligence files that reveal the 
identity of a terrorist codenamed 
Cobalt. 

The mission turns sour when 
madman Hendricks (Michael 
Nyqvist) detonates a bomb inside 
the iconic building to cover up the 
theft of Russian nuclear launch 


codes. Disavowed by the US 
government, Ethan, Jane, Benji 
and top analyst William Brandt 
(Jeremy Renner) must operate 
outside of official channels to 
apprehend Hendricks before he 
can initiate nuclear Armageddon. 

The next James Bond movie will 
have to up its game to match the 
miasma of ingenious gadgets, 
bone-crunching fight sequences 
and death-defying acrobatics in 
Mission: Impossible - Ghost 
Protocol. 

Bird’s film is a delight, careening 
from the jail break and the 
demolition of the Kremlin to a 
breathless chase through a sand 
storm and a bruising skirmish in 
an Indian car manufacturing plant. 

What Andre Nemec and Josh 
Appelbaum’s script lacks in 
plausibility - almost everything - it 
compensates with unabashed, all- 
guns-blazing fun. 

The fourth film keeps Cruise in 
the eye of the storm, allowing the 
gung-ho star to perform many of 
his own jaw-dropping stunts. 


The actor throws himself into 
the melee with boundless energy, 
scaling the dizzying heights of the 
world’s tallest building in Dubai or 
zip-lining on to the roof of a 
moving vehicle on the streets of 
Moscow. It’s hard to believe he 


turns 50 in the summer. 

Patton injects ballsy girl power 
and Pegg brings welcome comic 
relief, while Renner proves his 
action credentials before taking the 
lead in The Bourne Legacy next 
year.
